Farewell address 

Controversial appointee Burris decries lack of blacks serving in next Senate

WASHINGTON As his controversial tenure 
nears its end, Sen. Roland Burris gave a 
farewell address Thursday lamenting there 
will be no blacks at all in the next Senate. 

“This is simply unacceptable,” he said. 
“We can and we will and we must— do bet- 
ter.” 

He also noted that only six blacks have 
served in the Senate in the body’s 221-year 
history 

The Illinois Democrat was appointed at 
the end of 2008 by then-Gov Rod Blago- 
jevich, who was accused of trying to sell 
the seat. 

Burris, now 73, accepted the seat that 
had been Barack Obama’s. Obama’s elec- 
tion to the White House left two years re- 
maining in the term. 

Arriving in January 2009, Burris at first 
was turned away by the Senate, but his cre- 


dentials later were found in order. 

Almost precisely a year ago, he was 
admonished by a Senate ethics panel for 
giving “inconsistent, incomplete, and 
misleading” statements about the cir- 
cumstances of his appointment. Blago- 
jevich later was convicted on one felony 
count and is awaiting a retrial on 23 oth- 
ers. 

Burris, giving an elaborate, 25-minute 
goodbye on the Senate floor, said he stood 
in the chamber as the great-grandson of a 
man who was born into slavery “in an era 
when this Senate debated whether he and 
others like him were worthy of freedom, 
and equal treatment under the law.” 

He said his rise to the Senate in some 
ways was a “remarkable testament to our 
nation’s ability to correct the wrongs of 
generations past. To move always towards 
that more perfect Union.” 


But he said his presence, as the only 
black senator “in a country as progressive 
and diverse as any on the planet,” also was 
a “solemn reminder of how far we still yet 
have to go.” 

He said he could count “on the fingers 
of a single hand” the black senators who 
preceded him: Blanche Kelso Bruce and 
Hiram Revels of Mississippi, Edward 
Brooke of Massachusetts and Carol Mose- 
ley Braun and Obama of Burris’ home state 
of Illinois. 

“This is troubling in its own right,” he 
said of the short list. Burris then noted 
that in the next Senate there will be no 
blacks at all. 

Burris is expected to serve until Nov 29 
until Rep. Mark Kirk, an Illinois Republi- 
can, is sworn in to replace him. Kirk will 
assume a full, six-year term beginning in 
January

Casey Aulisa’s dream wedding dress, a vin- 
tage ivory “princess ball gown” lined with 
lace, diamonds and pearls, took a year to 
make and several extensive alterations 
before it was ready for her walk down the 
aisle Friday in west suburban LaCrange. 

When the 23-year-old bride-to-be went 
to pick up the $3,500 dress Wednesday at 
Eva’s Bridals of Oak Lawn, Aulisa arrived 
just in time to watch the store go up in 
flames. Eva’s was destroyed. All that re- 
mains is a mess of mangled and warped 
steel and a pile of hundreds of melted 
dresses, including Aulisa’s. 

No one was injured, and the cause of the 
fire remains under investigation. It does 
not appear to be suspicious. Oak Lawn 
Fire Chief George Sheets said. 

The blaze caused waves of hysteria and 
uncertainty Thursday for brides-to-be, 
bridesmaids, wedding planners and par- 
ents alike. Several wedding dress shops 
and former brides came to the rescue and 
offered to donate their own gowns. 

Aulisa said within 24 hours after the fire, 
at least 50 people offered to give her a wed- 
ding dress. But she was taken care of 

As Eva’s was ablaze, Aulisa’s quick- 
thinking maid of honor looked up bridal 
stores on her cell phone and found one 
that would alter a dress for Aulisa by Fri- 
day, her wedding day 

‘At first it was so hard,” Aulisa said. “It 
was like, ‘What am I going to do now?’ But 
it all kind of makes you realize how many 
good people there are.” 

Eva’s Bridals, which opened in 1964, has 
set up a temporary home at 6101 W 95th 
St. and a hot line, 630-747-1911, for custom- 
ers. The Bridal Expo Chicago Luxury Show 
is accepting donated dresses for brides 
who lost a gown in the fire. Dresses can be 
dropped Sunday at the Sheraton Chicago 
Hotel & Towers, 301 E. North Water St.

But he noted that Chico never voiced such opin- 


ions while serving Daley in two high-profile educa- 
tion posts. 

“Wait, excuse me. He was president of the Board of 
Education, he was president of the City Colleges. He 
never, ever, ever, ever, ever, ever, ever mentioned that 
to me,” Daley said, leaning into the microphone as he 
spoke. ‘And I understand people are candidates. They 
will say a lot of things. I understand that, and I don’t 
mind that. But never, ever, ever did he ever mention 
that.”

“Where can we go dancing?” shouted 
Mario Sepulveda, 40, the Chilean miner 
whose exuberant personality earned him 
the super nickname. 

He and Victor Zamora, 34, the miner- 
poet, were expressing the collective ex- 
citement of the miners, rescuers and their 
families. 

For the majority of the visitors, the trip 
was their first time outside of Chile. 

At the top of their to-do list, besides 
resting after a 12-hour flight from Santiago, 
Chile, was shopping.

Ferrell takes 
court beating 

NEW YORK Will Ferrell bombed on 
Wall Street. A group of investors in- 
cluding Ferrell last week lost an $18 million 
arbitration case against JPMorgan Chase 
and, on top of that, was ordered to pay 
$634,500 for the banking giant’s legal fees, 
a penalty and hearing costs. 

Ferrell, his wife, Viveca Paulin, business 
manager Matt Lichtenberg and a trust 
filed a case in 2008 against JPMorgan 
Securities LLC, accusing the brokerage 
of making “unauthorized and unsuitable 
purchases of preferred securities” for their 
accounts. 

Ferrell’s group wanted JPMorgan to re- 
scind the purchase of the securities. 

On Friday, a securities industry arbitra- 
tion panel denied the claims. As is typical, 
the panel did not explain its decision. 

The panel also ordered the group to 
pay the bank $600,000 for legal fees, pay 
a “discovery abuse” penalty of $22,500 for 
failure to comply with rules and proce- 
dures, and pay $12,000 of hearings fees.

Northwestern players get 
their first look inside Wrigley 

After several tries, Stefan Demos launched a kick 
over the right-field bleachers. Mission accom- 
plished. He pumped his fist. 

Demos’ Sheffield Avenue range appears to be the 
20 -yard line. 

That was one of the cool sights Thursday at 
Wrigley Field, where Northwestern prepped for 
Saturday’s Allstate Wrigleyville Classic against Il- 
linois.

quee Academy Award categories— but the 
numbers posted by their predecessor films are 
extraordinary already The six Warner Bros, 
movies released to date have pulled in $5.7 bil- 
lion at theaters worldwide. The seven novels 
from which they sprang, written by J.K. Row- 
ling, accotmt for 400 million books sold in 
69 languages. 

Still, the true effect of the books and films 
may not be fully recognized for a decade or 
two. ^X^th ever-rising ticket prices, box-office 
records don’t stand for long, but no franchise 
has delivered anything close to eight films in 
10 years. 

Producer David Heyman and his team were 
able to keep their cast intact— including the 


young lead stars who started as adolescents 
and grew into young adults with millions in 
the bank, and no scandals. The movies arrived 
even as the audience for Rowling’s books 
grew, creating a unique synergistic effect. The 
“Potter” movies have earned Warner Bros, 
more than $i billion in profit— and the admi- 
ration of industry rivals. 

“The books and movies fed each other 
brilliantly to become these commercial tidal 
waves,” said veteran literary agent Ron Bern- 
stein, of International Creative Management, 
who has no connection to the books or films. 

The “Potter” movies adapted a living, 
breathing literary sensation whose ending 
was unknown. Rowling would visit the set 


and sometimes whisper to actors hints of 
their characters’ destiny but screenwriter 
Steve Kloves, who penned seven of the eight 
scripts, said no one really knew how every- 
thing would conclude. 

The entire exercise, he said, was a “10 -year 
tightrope walk ... and something that will nev- 
er be done again for the simple reason that you 
won’t see another Jo Rowling come along.” 

Why has “Potter” been so successful? 

Ultimately, said Lionel Wigram, the ex- 
ecutive who brought Rowling’s first book to 
Warner Bros., Harry Potter is “the greatest 
wish fulfillment” story ever told. “The genius 
of Jo Rowling was she grounded the wish ful- 
fillment of a real kid who has magical powers 



in the 

context of the 
real world so it 
was incredibly 
believable and you 
enter the fantasy with 
her,” he said. a 

It may prove premature, though, to 
talk about “Potter” in the past tense. Ap- 
pearing recently on Oprah Winfrey’s show, 
Rowling, 45, sounded as if she were softening 
her stance that she had closed the book on 
the wizard epic. 

“I could definitely write an eighth, a ninth 
book,” she mused. “I think I am done. But 
you never know.”

Now 20, Watson was cast at age 9 after hav- 
ing acted only in school plays. Like her brainy, 
sensible screen character, she chose to focus 
on academic work as a student at Brown 
University rather than work full time as an ac- 
tress. She recently caused a stir by cutting off 
her long brown hair to celebrate the end of her 
role as Hermione. 

In 2007, she appeared in the British TV adap- 
tation of the novel “Ballet Shoes” and did voice- 
over work for the 2008 animated movie “The 
Tale of Despereaux.” 

Watson, who has an estimated fortune of 
$32 million, is working on a small part in the 
2011 British movie “My Week with Marilyn.” She 
is also a creative adviser for the fair-trade fash- 
ion brand People Tree. 



DANIEL RADCLIFFE 

Now 21, Radcliffe was cast as the bespectacled 
boy wizard in 2000. He previously played the 
young David Copperfield in a British TV adapta- 
tion of the Dickens classic and made his film 
debut in 2001 in “The Tailor of Panama.” 

Radcliffe sought to break out of his Potter 
persona after leaving school at age 18. He 
won critical praise for the 2007 London and 
Broadway stage revivals of “Equus,” which re- 
quired him to be nude. He also appeared in the 
2007 Australian indie movie “December Boys” 
and the British TV war film “My Boy Jack.” 

Radcliffe, who has an estimated fortune of 
$65 million, is working on a movie version of 
ghost story “The Woman in Black” and is cast in 
the 2011 Broadway revival of “How to Succeed in 
Business Without Really Trying.” 



RUPERT GRINT 

At 22, the eldest of the trio and perhaps most 
outwardly changed. Red-haired Grint, whose 
previous experience was limited to school 
plays, was the first to branch out from “Harry 
Potter,” shooting the 2002 British comedy 
“Thunderpants,” which had limited success. His 
2006 coming-of-age movie “Driving Lessons” 
was better received, and he released two mov- 
ies in Britain earlier this yean the edgy drama 
“Cherrybomb,” in which he appears shirtless, 
and the comedy “Wild Target.” The laid-back 
Grint left school as soon as he could, at age 16, to 
focus on acting and voice-over work. 

Grint, who has an estimated fortune of more 
than $15 million, is next due to play the unlikely 
British 1988 Olympic ski jumping marvel Eddie 
“The Eagle” Edwards in a movie.

Without talking to his young son or at all considering 
the effect on the boy community college professor 
John (Russell Crowe) turns into a surprisingly compe- 
tent badass to spring his wrongly convicted wife, Lara, 
(Elizabeth Banks) from prison. Olivia Wilde co-stars 
as a conspicuously stunning mom who befriends John 
at the playground. 

The buzz: Writer-director Paul Haggis (“In the Val- 
ley of Elah,” “Crash”) is working from a 2008 Erench 
film, but he also recalls “The Eugitive” and “Taken.” 
Conveniently “Taken” star Liam Neeson is on hand 
for a one-scene role as an expert jail escape artist. 

The verdict: Thrillers don’t need to be 100 percent 
believable, but staying above 10 percent usually helps. 
(Say this for the generic, based-on-a-true-story of 


wrongful conviction “Conviction”: It wasn’t ridicu- 
lous.) What begins as a low-key well-acted tale of a 
husband’s undying devotion spirals into perhaps the 
most stupidly sentimental thriller of the past decade. 
While John, absurdly never letting adrenaline get the 
best of him, makes rational, humble decisions such as 
pausing to ensure a random kid’s safety before stop- 
ping a moving train. Haggis suggests that everyone 
from doctors to fake passport salesmen to jail officers 
would take an emotional interest in John’s plight. 

Add the most unprofessional police work this side of 
the “Saw” series and a lot of unintentionally hilarious 
scowling from Brian Dennehy (as John’s dad), and 
you’ve got a movie that no one will mistake for a true 
story Or a thriller that can be taken seriously

Beatles and manipulated 
John Lennon.” 

Mori, whom sci-fi 
fans may remember 
from her role as Toshiko 
Sato on “Torchwood,” 
plays Ono in “Lennon Naked,” a 90-minute BBC drama airing Sunday 
as part of PBS’ “Masterpiece” series. The film shows Lennon (Chris- 
topher Eccleston) as a man haunted by his parents’ abandonment of 
their son, and miserable with his first wife, his bandmates (“the na- 
tion’s little pets,” he says) and the Beatles’ music (“bullocks”). 

As depicted in the film “based on real events,” the soft-spoken Ono 
offers him an escape from those troubles. They began an affair, then 
he divorced his first wife and the Beatles broke up. Ono and Len- 
non were vilified in the press, and she was accused of poisoning his 
relationship with Paul, George and Ringo. 

“She might have been a catalyst in a sense that she helped him 
explore new ideas,” Mori said, “but I don’t think she changed him.” 

Mori believes Ono brought Lennon peace, citing a scene in the 
film when the avante garde artist, before they started spending time 
together, sent him a message that read, simply, “breathe.” Eventually, 
Lennon and Ono married, and moved to Newark in 1971. 

“It’s so very romantic, but I think they really complemented and 
completed each other. It was a genuine meeting of two minds. He was 
going through so much change, and he was searching so much,” Mori 
said. “In a sense she was saying, ‘It’s OK. You do what you feel,’ Maybe 
she just helped him gain the confidence to explore and experiment.”

Crowd: 20- and 30-something 
couples sharing bottles of wine, 
older tourists. Financial District 
workers wining and dining after 
work 

Expect to spend: $100 per person 


The night got off to a great start 
with ... the simple, perfectly matched 
flavors of the antipasti dishes. The 
tuna crudo ($15) was a mouthful of 
bright, fresh ingredients thanks to 
sushi-grade slices of raw tuna topped 
with orange slices, parsley and celery 
leaves and rich, salty fried capers. 



We’re so happy that ... the bucatini car- 
bonara ($14 for half order, $26 for full) is 
on the menu. A signature dish for Stein at 
Cibo Matto, he’s fixing it exactly the same 
way here: a pile of toothsome noodles 
spiced with black pepper, pecorino and 
deliciously greasy bits of pancetta, plus a 
duck egg yolk you’ll be prompted to break 
and swirl around as soon as the plate hits 
your table. This is the only pasta on the 
menu that the kitchen doesn’t make in 
house, but the dish doesn’t suffer for it. 

It’s hard to believe ... this massive space 
could ever be full. Past the huge rectan- 
gular bar surrounded by good-for-g roups 
booths, the dining room spreads out along 
windows looking out to LaSalle Street. The 
look is part old-timey library and part trip- 
py art museum, with shelves of books and 
funky modernized spins on Italian art. 

We are totally obsessed with ... the 

cheesecake made with house-whipped 


ricotta ($9). This endlessly light and 
creamy circle of goodness was bettered 
only by the tartness of house-made sour 
cherry preserves and chestnut honey ac- 
companying it. Our cheesecake-obsessed 
date exclaimed “Holy hell!’’ after the first 
bite, and we proceeded to request a sec- 
ond order to take home. 

We’re already planning a return trip for 

... two mouth-watering dishes we weren’t 
able to try. Roasted chicken with panzanel- 
la ($22) takes the traditional Italian salad of 
chopped bread, tomatoes and red onion 
and subs in hearty butternut squash. We 
wished we had room to try the squid-ink 
spaghetti, which diverges from traditional 
Italian with serrano chiles, mint and crab 
($15/$28). 

You’d never guess ... we were dining 
on the restaurant’s second night open. 
Service hit that sweet spot between friend- 
ly and semi-formal.

As heir to a fortune about which i’m not 
at iiberty to speak, the Great Burgereiii 
does not sweat a pricey burger, i do re- 
spect the tough times we’re in, however, 
so when a spot such as week-oid Loop 
bar/restaurant Rudy’s Bar & Griiie-run 
by Rudy Mainati Jr. of the adjacent 
Pizano’s Pizza & Pasta-opens with 
burgers priced at Kuma’s Corner ievei or 
higher, my stomach and bank account 
get to work. 


The burger: A 10-ounce prime beef 
patty that’s beautifuiiy cooked on its 
own and sparkies in the biissfuiiy simpie 
Acorn on Oak ($12), which adds green 
peppers, diced onion, gariic and biack 
pepper to the mix. The menu iists the 
choices as “Rudy’s Famous Burgers,’’ 
and their quaiity justifies the bravado. 


The only thing that fell short was ... the cock- 
taiis. Drinks such as the Figaro (Oid Overhoit rye, 
fig jam and iemon juice) and the itaiian Hound 
(Ransom Oid Tom gin, Aperoi and ruby red 
grapefruit juice) iooked simpie but promising, 
though the drinks’ piastic straws and heavy ice 
didn’t match the caiiber of the restaurant-or the 
$13-$14 prices. Stick with wine by the quartino or 
bottie instead. 

Bottom line: The Fiorentine impressed on neariy 
every point. Though Stein caiis The Fiorentine 
an “everyday restaurant’’ compared with Cibo 
Matto, we’re not sure we buy it. Maybe if you 
have money to burn, which those staying in the 
JW Marriott arguabiy do. it is possibie to get out 
reiativeiy cheapiy if you order just a pasta dish 
and a drink, but if you want to taste one dish from 
each part of the menu-antipasti, primi (pasta), 
secondi (meat and seafood) and dessert-your 
biii easiiy wiii approach speciai-occasion status.

The fixings: i wiii have none of these 
debates over the so-caiied inappropri- 
ateness of eating dinner items in the 
morning. The meity Cheddar cheese, 
just-bareiy-not-too-thick bacon and 
perfectiy fried egg proudiy earn the 
Breakfast Burger ($13.95) its name. 

Everything else: Pientifui fresh-cut fries 
offered a tasty punch of potato; waffie 
fries were chewy and average. 

Burgerelli’s bottom line: Wear pants 
iooserthan mine; Rudy’s hearty fare 
makes its price tag go down smoother.

With more than 15 years of re- 
cording experience under his 
belt, Chicago rapper Twista 
says his continued success has 
helped him accept his role as a 
hip-hop veteran. 

“It makes me feel like a 
2,ooo-year-old vampire who is 
able to walk around in modern 
times and be able to do what he 
used to do,” said the 3 6 -year- 
old MC, who last week re- 
leased his eighth studio album, 

“The Perfect Storm.” 

The first single of the album, 

“Make a Movie,” clocked in 
at No. 15 on this week’s R&B/ 

Hip-Hop Songs chart. His pre- 
vious hits include “Slow Jamz” 
and “Overnight Celebrity” 

Twista said that collaborating with an array of artists, from Raekwon to Chris Brown 
to Lloyd, helped keep him sounding fresh. 

He particularly enjoyed working with Waka Flocka Flame, the fast-rising Atlanta 
MC who guests on the track “Hands Up, Lay Down.” Twista says Waka’s slow drawl 
nicely countered his own rapid-fire rhyming. 

“I can see something in every new artist that comes out, and as soon as I saw Waka 
Flocka, he reminded me of a young brother who was just trying to get into music,” 
Twista said. “I see a lot of qualities in young guys and appreciate aU the new artists.” 

Twista has been on a radio promo tour for “The Perfect Storm” and appeared last 
week on Fox’s morning news in Chicago to discuss the album. 

However, the rapper also is devoting some of his schedule to improving communi- 
ties: He appeared at a coat drive in Detroit last month and has another event in the 
works “in Chicago around Thanksgiving, and I’ll be giving away food and turkeys,” 
he said. 

He’s also using “Mr. Immortal: The Life and Times of Twista,” a documentary set for 
a late December release, as a way of raising awareness about violence in the Chicago 
area as well as reflecting on his career. 

“I hadn’t been on that level before, where I let people see Twista behind the scenes, 
how I record a song and what I’m thinking about at shows,” he said, “but I also wanted 
to use that as a platform to get information out about the violence in the Midwest. To 
me, we need to do all we can to change things and make it a little better. I’m a hip-hop 
artist, but I go out there and try to do my part.”
